On 
last Wednesday afternoon, 
Lawrence was transferred from 
the Los Angeles County H 
tltal to California Rehabilita­ 
tion Onter, Santa Monica, a 
special and fully equipped in­ 
stitution recommended by the 
National Foundation for In­ 
fantile Paralysis. It Is hoped 
that Lawrence will be able to 
walk soon with the aid of bra- 
ces.
